I met to consider what legislation we might propose to the Congress during the next ses- 
sion. I I and others pointed out that we were already doing most of the things 

for which we wanted to obtain legislation and that we must recognize that in the event we 
requested legislation our Law — which is a pretty good one — could be changed to our 
disadvantage if the Congress so chose . Recognizing this inherent risk we decided that 
it was not wise to seek legislation during the next session of Congress on all of the items 
we had considered heretofore, with the possible exception of "retirement. 11 (I think that 
the Director may want to submit something on this subject.) was requested 

to get up-to-date information on what the Administration was planning for retirement 
benefits generally, after which we could brief the Director on the situation as we saw it 
and determine his wishes . This briefing is to take place before our luncheon with the 
Civil Service Commissioners since the subject of retirement probably will be a major 
topic of discussion at that time.
